The Mississippi River is the na- 
tion's drainage ditch. Its flood 
waters, gathered from thirty-one 
States and the Dominion of Canada.

torrents over many million acres of 
the richest land in the Union, stop- 
ping mails, impeding commerce and 
causing great loss of life and property. 
These floods are national in scope and 
the disasters they produce seriously 
affect the general welfare. The 
States unaided cannot cope with this 
giant problem; hence, we believe the 
Federal government should assume 
a fair proportion of the burden of ita 
control so as to prevent the disasters 
recurring floods. 

RECLAMATION.

and for the encouragement of the 
speedy settlement and improvement 
of such lands we favor an amendment 
to the law that will reasonably extend 
the time within which the cost of any 
reclamation project may be repaid by 
the land owners.

It was organized in cyni- 
cal defiance of their wishes and it 
has served the purpose only of a 
group of sinister political bosses who 
have not one shadow of sympatnay 
with the spirit atid purpose of the 
Republican party of fifty years ago, 
and many of whom have used the 
party merely as an edjunct to money- 
making, either for themselves or 
for the great crooked financial inter- 
ests which they serve. 

“The bosses who first stole enough 
delegates to enable them to dominate 
this convention, and then did their 
will in it, have no kinship of soul 
or spirit with the men who started 
the Republican party on its career as 
an agent of liberty and justice. Im- 
agine for yourselves how Messrs. 
Barnes and Penrose and Guggenheim 
would have looked standing under the 
historic oaks in that Michigan city 
where the Republican party was born 
fifty-six years ago! You, my friends, 
who are here before me, you are the 
heirs to the spirit of Abraham Lin- 
coln when he refused longer to be 
bound by the shackles of the past and 
faced the new issues in the apirit that 
the times demanded. But we are 
more fortunate in one respect than 
our predecessors, for we who now 
stand for the progressive cause, the 
progressive movement, have — for- 

and we 


who fought under Grant and to the 
sons of the men who fought under 
Lee, for the cause we champion is as 
emphatically the cause of the South 
as it is the cause of the North. 

“I am in this fight for certain prin- 
ciples and the first and most impor- 
tant of these goes back to Sinai and 
is embodied in the commandment, 
‘Thou shalt not steal a nomination,’ 
‘Thou shalt neither steal in politics 
nor in business,’ “Thou shalt not steal 
from the people the birthright of the 
people to rule themselves.’ 

“T hold, in the language ofthe Ken- 


itucky Court of Appeals, that ‘Stealing 


is stealing.’ No people is wholly civ- 
lized where a distinction is drawn 
between stealing an office and steal- 
ing a purse. No truly honest man 
should be satisfied with an office to 
which hie title is not as valid as that 
of the homestead which shelters his 
family. I do not know whether our 
countrymen fully realize the gravity 
of the crisis which we at this moment 
face. There is no use in holding pri- 
maries, no use in holding elections, if 
we permit a small group of unscrupu- 
lous politicians, some of whom are 
acting in the interests of big crooked 
business, to exercise the vefo power 
over these primaries and elections by 
upeetting the results at their own 
| 

“The convention which today closed 
its discreditable career here in Chicago 
represents a negligible minimum of 
the rank and file of the Republican 
party. But what it has done and what 


it has provided for the future offer 
mat for very serious considera- 
tion. The old National Committee, 


chosen by the politicians four years 
ago, made up a temporary roll, inecind- 
ing some ninety fraudulent delegates 
who had not been elected by the peo- 
ple, and thereby they controlled a ma- 
jority of the convention. This frau- 
dulent temporary roll in turn chose a 
fraudulent Credentials Committee, and 
all the fraudulent delegates voting on 
one another's case thereby made up 
the permanent roll which constituted 
the fraudulent convention. 

“Then this fraudulent convention 
chooses a new and not less fraudulent 
National Committee. Now, gentle- 
men, there are those who ask us to 
stay in the party which has just 
fraudulently nominated for the Presi- 
dency a man who inspired and 
profited by the fraud; they ask us to 
submit to thig infamy in the present 
case on the ground that perhaps we 
may be able te prevent such infamy 
in the future. They seem to forget 
that the vicious circle has been com- 
pleted and that this fraudulent con- 
vention has provided in its fraudulent 
ly chosen National Committee a meang 
whereby they can hope once again 
four years hence and with the like 
impunity to overthrow the will of the 
maagerny of the voters at the prima- 

es. 


“The National Committee over 
whose selection and retention in of- 
fice the yoters have no control what- 
ever makes up the fraudulent tem- 

roll call which controls the 
national convention. The National 
Committee thus fraudulently made up 
names another National Committee 
and the new National Committee con- 
stituted by the same elements that 
constituted the old one, has already 
shown by its actiong that it can be 
trusted four years hence to repeat the 
misbehavior of the old one. The 
vicious circle must be broken. 

“The powerful crooked political 
bosses have and ought to have no 
feeling but contempt for the honest 
men who submit to their violent and 
unscrupulous dishonesty. If we per- 
mit fraud of this kind to triumph we 
do a shameful thing and show either 
Ahat we are faint at heart or dull of 
conscience. 

“Ag for the principles for which 
I stand, I have set them forth fully 
in the many speeches | have made 
during the last four months while 
making an active contest for the nom- 
ination which I won, and out of which 
I have been cheated by the men who 
feared to see these principles reduced 
to action. Fundamentally these 
principles are, first, that the people 
have the right to rule themselves and 
can do so better than any outsider 
can rule them, and, second, that it is 
their duty so to rule in a spirit of 
justice toward every man and every 
woman within our borders, and to, use 
the government so far as possible as 
an instrument for obtaining not mere- 
ly political but industrial justice, 

“We do not stand for these prin- 
ciples as mere abstractions any more 
than we stand for honesty and fair 
play as mere abstractions, We seek 
to apply them practically in every 
relation of life where we have power. 

“We stand for honesty and fair 
play. We practically apply the com- 
mandment “Thou Shalt Not Steal’ and 
we wish to give a square deal to every 
citizen of this Republic so that he 
may have a chance to show the stuff 
there is in him, unhelped by privilege 
himself and unhampered by privilege 
for others 

“I hold that we are performing a 
high duty in inaugurating this move- 
ment for the permanent success of 
practices such as have obtained in the 
fraudulent convention that has just 
closed its sittings would mean the 
downfall of this republic: and we are 
performing the most patriotic of du- 
ties when we set our faces like flint 
wrong.”

WILD DEMONSTRATION. 

Allen announced that the would 
read ‘a statement just placed in my 
hands by Col. Theodore Roosevelt.” 

A wild demonstration on the floor 
interrupted him. The Roosevelt men 
from New Jersey, bearing a standard 
pulled from the floor, started a pro- 
cession. California, Minnesota, Ne- 
braska, Indiana, West Virginia and 
Oklahoma joined the line. Pennsyiva- 
nia, Maine and North Carolina took 
their places. And in a roar of cheer- 
ing and whistling the march proceed- 
ed until it encountered a squad of 
police in the rear of the hall. It was 
twenty-one minutes before order waa 
restored. 

ROOSEVELT STATEMENT. 

Mr. Allen declared he had no wish 
to start a demonstration. He asked 
for quiet and was accorded close at- 
tention during the reading of the 
Roosevelt statement. 

The Roosevelt statement follows: 

“A clear majority of the delegates 
honestly elected togthis convention 
were chosen by the people to nom- 
inate me. Under the direction, and 
with the encouragement of Mr. Taft, 
the majority of the National Com- 
mittee, by the so-called ‘steam roller’ 
methods and with scandalous disre- 
gard of every principle of elementary 
honesty and decency, stole eighty or 
ninety delegates, putting in the tem- 
porary roll call a sufficient number of 
fraudulent delegates to defeat the le- 
gally expressed will of the people and 
to substitute a dishonest for an hon- 
est majority. 

“The convention has now declined 
to purge the roll of the fraudulent 
delegates placed thereon by the de- 
funct National Committee: and the 
majority, which thus indorsed fraud, 
was made a majority only because 
it included the fraudulent delegates 
themselves, who all sat as judges on 
one another's cases. If these fraud- 
ulent votes had not thus been cast 
and counted the convention would 
have been purged of their presence. 
This action makes the convention in 
no proper sense any longer a Re- 
Bubijcan convention representing 
the real Republican party. There- 
fore, I hope the men elected as 
Roosevelt delegates will now decline 
to vote on any matter before the 
convention. I do not release any 
delegate from his honorable obliga- 
tion to vote for me if he votes at 
all; but under the actual conditions 
I hope that he will not vote at all. 

“The convention as now composed 
has no claim to represent the voters 
of the Rep.biican party. It repre- 
sents nothing byt successful fraud in 
over-riding the will of the rank and 
file of the party. Any man nomi- 
natéd by the convention as now con- 
stituted would be merely the bene- 
ficiary of this successful fraud; it 
would be deeply discreditable to any 
man to accept the convention's 
nmamination -under these circum- 
stances; and any man thus accept- 
ing it would have no claim to the

When Mr. Allen reached 
point where Mr. Roosevelt asked 
that his followers refrain from vot- 
ing on any other proposition in the 
convention, a burst of cheers, groans 
and hisses interrupted him.

Immediately Chairman Root ordered 
a call of the States for nominations. 
There was silence until Ohlo was 
reached. A cheer went up when 
Warren G. Harding rose to nominate 
Taft. Iowa decided not to nominate 
Cummins but to vote for him. 

HARDING APPEARS. 

Harding took the platform, fol- 
lowed by cheers. He was frequent- 
ly interrupted by applause. 

When finally he reached the name 
of William Howard Taft, floor and 
.galleries burst into life. The scene 
began that always marks the cul- 
mination of a national convention. 
One Illinois delegate stripped off his 
coat to have something to wave. Some 
of the delegations started marching. 
The bearer of the Taft banner 
climbed on to the stage, tearing away 
the railing as his comrades hoisted 
him up. Waving his scariet fag from 
side to side, he led cheers for the 
President. California, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania and the other Roosevelt 
States sat silent. 

GREAT DEMONSTRATION. 

The demonstration for the Presi- 
dent lasted sixteen minutes. 

When Harding resumed there was 
silence until he named Taft the 
“greatest progressive of his time.”’ At 
that a wave of groans swept through 
the progressive States. A fist fight 
eccurred among a knot of Maine, 
Oregon, North Dakota and Florida 
delegates. 

Chairman Root appealed to those 
Roosevelt delegates who had an- 
nounce their intention to remain mute 
in the convention to live up to it 
John Wanamaker, seconding Taft, 
spoke of him as a man “tremendous- 
ly fitted” for the conduct of a great 
business such as the administration 
and as one who had held to the cour- 
age of his convictions “under the 
most difficult conditions since the days 
of Abraham Lincoln.” 

Nicholas Murray Butler, president 
of Columbia University, who followed 
Wanamaker, after reciting the an- 
nals of “sixteen years of peace and 
Pp rity,”” asked: 

. o was associated with all this 
work, during those sixteen years?" 

“Teddy!” yelled the crowd. 

Butler was plainly nonplussed for 
a moment and interrupted his speech 
to identify President Taft as the per- 
son referred to. 

LA FOLLETTE NOMINATED. 

Michael Olbrich of Wisconsin then 
placed Senator La Follette in nomina- 
tion. 


When Olbrich concluded, there was 
a demonstration for La Follette by 
the Wisconsin and North Dakota dele- 
gates on the floor, and by many in the 


The enthu- 
siasm continued for upwards of ten 
minutes. Robert M. Pollock of 
Fargo, N. D., seconded the La Fol- 
lette nomination in a brief speech of 
tribute. 

When Massachusetts was reached a 
roll call was demanded. As the 
Roosevelt men recorded themselves 
present and refused to vote, Chair- 
man Root ordered that their alter- 
nates be called tn their stead. 

STORM BREAKS. 

This ruling broke the storm. The 
Roosevelt men sprang to their feet 
and roared. 

. “Massachusetts is a law-abiding 
State and will stand for no such steal- 
ing.” shouted one of the delegates, 

Root advanced to the front of the 
platform and said: 

“If any delegate sent here by the 
Btate of Maswachusetts refuses to do 
his duty his alternate may be called 
on to do it.” 

Tumult followed and Massachusetts 
delegates became the focal point of 
a scene of wild disorder. : 

Many Roosevelt delegates stood on 
their chairs and shook their fists at 
Senator Root who stood unperturbed 
at the front of the stage. 


Cries of “robber,” “thief,” and 
“crook” came from the floor and gal- 
leries. 


Delegate-at-large Fosdick of Mas- 
sachusetts made a point of order that 
answering “present” was sufficient for 
the roll call and did not entitle the 
alternate to vote. 

Chairman Root ruled otherwise. 

Fosdicx said he would appeal from 
the decision of the chair. Mr. Root 
said the appeal would be allowed ai 
the close of the voting. In Massa- 
chusetts the alternates of the dele- 
gates-at-large, elected at the pri- 
maries, were all pledged to Taft. 

As the clerk called the roll all of 
the delegates-at-large answered “pres- 
ent and not voting.”’

ROOTS RULING.

The 
delegates had kept on voting and 
realized Taft had won the nomina- 
tion before an announcement. had 
been made. The Taft delegates stood 
on chairs and cheered. 

Immediately upon the formal an- 
nouncement by nator Root of the 
nomination of President Taft, the roll 
call for nominations of Vice-President 
began. 

Alabama yielded to New York, and 
J. Van Vechten Alicott took the plat- 
form to renominate Vice-President 
Sherman. 

Allcott’s speech did not last three 
minutes and it was received without 
enthusiasm. Harry Dougherty, for 
Ohio, merely moved a second for 
Sherman's nomination. 

When Pennsyivania was reached, C, 
Tyson Kratz rose and shouted:

TO BE RESTORED. 


VENTURA WOMEN WILL RENEW 
AN OLD LANDMARK. ' 
| 

Original Cross Which Had Stood 
for Over One Hundred Years Fell 
in Bightecn Hundred and Seventy- 
four, end Restoration Will Be 
Marked by Imposing Ceremonies. 


VENTURA, June 22.—The restora- 
tion of the old mission cross on the 
hili back of the Mission Church will 
be an event of more than passing note, 
accordifig to the plans maturing for 
raising anddedication. 

The original cross fell in 1874. It 
had stood for over one hundred years 
and was of hewed trunks of trees se- 
cured Santa Paula Canyon, at 
the base of ToOpa-Topa Mountain, 
where the early mission feathers se- 
cured all the timbers for their struc- 

The present cross will be of 
timbers from the same source. 
Two huge pine trees were secured and 
these brought to this city and hewed 
into shape. The tallest or upright 
plece is a foot square and will rise 
twenty-three feet above the surface. 
The cross is now on the hill at the 
site of the old cross. 

It ie proposed by the ladies of the 
E.c.0. Club of this city, who have! 
the matter in hand, and who defrayed 
the expenses for the croes and its 
erection, to have the raising and dedi- 
cation on September %, Admission 
Day, and to make it a noteworthy 
event by haviing many people of note 
here from all section of the State. 
It is also proposed, after the cross is 
up, to have it lighted at night with a 
string of incandescents, and to keep 
these burning all night and for ail 
time. The cross will be a distinctive 
figure, as it will sit on the top of the 
hill at least 1000 feet above the sen.

“In England,” said the playwright, 
“the public tries to keep up with its 
dramatists, who lead; in America the 
dramatists scramble to keep up with 
the public. 

“Men like Pinero write entirely in- 
dependent of the trend of the hour. 
They do not wish to know the trend 
of the hour—the surface current, as it 
were. They plunge deep into the un- 
dertow of human verities. They pro- 
duce plays. 

“The En«lish dramatist and the 
American dramatist have two different 
ends in view-——ends poles apart, which 
sound alike. 

“The Englishman would be a 
prophet; t.<« American would have 
profit. 

“The cotam rcial success of a play. 
in America, ie its sole judgment. If 
Mr. Cohan writes a potboller that 
succeeds, while Mr. Galeworthy has a 
flight of inspiration which does not 
fill the house—Mr. Cohan is therefore 
the great dramatist. 

“Mind you, I'm not attacking any- 
thing.

liam Shirley was. they should look 
pat-.the first volume of Dr. Léncoln’'s 
work (it takes two large books to con- 
tain the correspondence) they would 
find that William Shirley was one of 
the few popular English Colonia] Gov- 
ernors. Born in Suffolk in 1694, he 


came to America in 1731, where, ten’ 


years later, he became Governor of 
Massach usetts. 

His work in this country was con- 
fined to no single line. He was iden- 
tified with many civic reforms. He 
was commander in chief of the Brit- 
ish forces during the year following 
Braddock's defeat and death.in 1765; 
he was a diplomat, a man o knew 
how to work with the provincial lead- 
ers and yet how to carry out su 
fully the orders of the King. It is to 
give a clear view of William Shirley 
in all}of his many activities that Dr. 
tincoln has collected some 300 manu- 
scripts and other letters of William 
Shirley which are arranged in the 
body of the text and over 50 addition- 
al pages are printed or referred to 
in the accompanying foot-notes. 

Besides these, many -letters other 
than those of Shirley have been in- 
cluded tn the main text—among them 
a few from his wife, “a woman of no 
mean ability”—making a total of over 
460 manuscripts printed. The im port- 
ance of this series of letters sheds 
new light upon an interesting period 
in the history of this country. Prob- 
ably the whole atmosphere of the 
times is better reflected through the 
correspondence. of contemporaries 
more than by any other means. 

The “Correspondence” is the third 
in the series of “Letters of Statesmen 
Prominent in the Colonia! History of 
America,” published under the aus- 
pices of the Union Society of Colo- 
nial Dames, the others being the “Let- 
ters of William Pitt” and the “Let- 
ters of Richard Henry Lee.”

Shippers and commercial 
deciare that in many cases the big 
trunk is an absolute necessity, and 
cite the shipping of women’s hats.

There 
are other lines in which thé weight is 
a small factor but the bulk the prin- 
cipal point. The shippers have al- 
ways been willing, they say, to pay for 
over weight, but they think it is dis- 
to charge them  over- 
bulk.

The Parthenon Club, one of the 
well-known Greek organizations of 
the city, moved its headquarters to 
the corner of Fourth and Los An- 
geles streets, and then there was no 
doubt that Little Athens had selected 
this quarter of the city as its own. 

From that time there has been a 
steady stream of Greek stores, res- 
taurants and other business places 
appealing to the Greek established in 
that vicinity until at present there 
are more places of business 
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of art and not a plaster copy. 


Ee rooming-houses in the few 
squares between Main and Wall 
streets on East Fourth than are in 
all the rest of Southern California 
together. 

Strange scenes are enacted on Fast 
Fourth street during the night. Then 
the magy hundreds of boys who 
work in the bootblack stands and 
barber shops gather:at the cafes and 
listen to the orders of their padrones. 

The Greeks look forward to a rapid 
increase in their number in Los An- 
geles with tife completion of the 
Panama Canal. Hundreds of them 
have friends and relatives who are 
only awaiting the opportunity to 
travel cheaply by an all-water route 
before they will become colonists of 
Littie Athens. 

The Greeks resent being classed 
with other foreign colonies here. 
They pointsto the fact that their 
places .of business are truly Amer'i- 
canized and not to be compared with 
the mercantile establishments in Lit- 
tle Tokio, Chinatown, the Russian 
village or Sonoratown. They say 
they are not “one of the sigttts of 
Los Angeles,” but that they are an 
addition to the commercial life. ~ 

NARY A SALOON. 

But the fact is, that quarter is dif- 
ferent from the others. There is not 
a saloon in that section owned by a 
Greek. ‘The Greeks drink coffee and 
a lot of it, tut seldom patronize bar- 
rooms. They are partial to the light 
California wines and are second dénly 
to the Italians in this respect. 

It is @ common occurrence to pass 
along East Fourth street after night- 
fall and hear issuing from one of 
the little poorly lighted cafe or cof- 
fee-rooms the strain of the “Sex- 
tette from Lucia” or some other 
equally superb classic. The Greeks 
love music with an abandon that is 
only equaled by the Italians and in 
their little cafe's and coffee-rooms 
are nightly heard orchestral playing 
whic would put to shame some of the 
more ambitious big cafes or hotels.

Greeks love their art and cherish 
the memory of what Greece was once, 
but they have a happy faculty of 
mingling with this lose of art a com- 
mercial shrewdness that makes the 
best and most minute figuring of the 
Japanese appear bungling and waste- 
ful. 

The Greek boys have practically 
ériven the colored boys out of the 
bootblacking and scrubbing  busi- 
ness. There is a system about this 
work that has its headquarters in this 
New Athens. The older Greeks come 
to Los Angeles and bring a score of 
boys said to be above the legal limit. 
The older Greek with a little capital 
secures by lease or purchase several 
of the most desirable bootblack stands 
and tmmediately piaces four or five 
of hie boys at work. They know 
little English and are taught first of 
all to say “6 cent, pleese.”

A channel 200 feet wide on the bot- 
tom and with a depth of at least 
twenty feet at low tide is now avall- 
able for commerce from the turning 
basin northeast to the extreme cor- 
ner of the e busin, a dist&@mce of 
about 9000 feet.
